SEEKS DATA ON EXCLUSION 


Resolution Says It Is Alleged That

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Senator 
Wheeler, Democrat, of Montana, intro- 
duced a resolution in the Senate today 
for an investigation of the alleged ac- 
tivities of the Hungarian Minister to 
the United States with respect to the 
‘exclusion of Countess Karolyi by the 
State Department.

He said that some organi- 
zations were represented by two dele- 
gates, both of whom voted for the Cen- 
tral Park site, while others which op- 
posed it had but one vote. 

“Tf the vote here had been taken in 
accordance with the actual sentiment 
of the various bodies it might have 
been quite different,’ «he said. 

The vote came on the adoption of

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 24.—President 
Calles has isued an order to all Gov- 
ernors of States to apply the consti- 


tutional articles referring to religious 
practices and education. He states 
that it is nine years since the Con- 
stitution was framed. and so far it 
has been impossible to enforce Articles: 
3 and 27 through lack of efforts by 
the Governors and absence of regula- 
tions. Application of the articles 
should be made effective, he says, in 
order to comply with the duty of up- 
holding the Constitution. 

He also urges enforcement to avoid 
the consequences that lack of applica- 
tion of the Constitution may bring and 
already has brought in the past. This 
lack of opportune application, he 
states, has been the origin of difficul- 
ties and complications that could have 
been avoided from the start if the ar- 
ticles had been enforced with energy. 

The President goes on to direct that 
the Governor dictate at once all meas- 
ures that-are necessary to insure vig- 
orous execution of these amgicles. He 
calls special attention to séveral par- 
phs of the law. It adds: 

“The Federal Executive expects that 
your patriotism and love for our in- 
stitutions will insure action.” 


Official Statement on Closings. 


The Secretary of the Interior, Senor 
Tejada, in a statement to the press, 
explains the reasons why the Govern- 
ment is closing churches. He said in 
part: ‘‘The number of churches which 
have been opened since the Constitu- 
tion of 1917 require permission in order 
to teach religion. Among these 
churches is that of the Sacred Family. 
Those in charge of the church were 
notified on Feb. 18 that it should re- 
quest permission in order. to continue 
services. The time limit passed. If 
the church refused to comply with the 
regulations, for this reason the de- 
partment ordered the closing of the 
church, which will remain closed until 
it complies with the law.. The same 
action will be demanded of other 
churches under the same conditions.” 

The Church of the Sacred Family is 
the one where riots took place yes- 
terday. The Minister said of it: 

“We are making a special investiga- 
tion .to identify those responsible for 
the outbreak. The majority were wo- 
men.’ 

Plans of the Knights of Columbus to 
hold demonstrations of protest against 
the closing pf churches have come to 
nought, as the Government issued or- 
ders against such action. Guards were 
set at the statue of Carlos IV, where 
an ee was scheduled to 
sta. 


Archbishop Makes Protest. 


The Archbishop of Michoacan in an 
open letter to Minister Tedjada calls 
the position of ‘Catholits unbearble and 
declares the rights of the churches in- 
vaded by the closing without legal 
process and without giving opportunity 
for defense of colleges and schools of 
normal instruction and of commerce, 
which are not included under Articig 
3 of the Constitution. He goes on to 
say: 

“I respectfully ask you in the name 
of thousands. of children and their 
parents and in the name of 800,000 
Catholics which form this archdiocese, 
that you order the return of those 
buildings that have. béen taken.”’

Besides these are many items in the 
regular supply bills which call for ap- 
propriations either larger in size than 
the estimate approved by the Budget 
Bureau or not approved at all by it. 
These, in the aggregate, would run 
into the hundreds of millions, and, in 
the opinion of the President, could be 
cut greatly. But many of these items, 
he admits, could not very well be elimi- 
nated entirely at this time.. 

Added to these are. many individual 
bills calling for appropriations.

Compliments Efficiency of House.

Dr. Strayer asserted that the present 
Bureau of Education is inadequate and 
carinot be made to coordinate ali.of the 
educational -activities of the Federal

Senator Copeland questioned the ad- 
visability of creating an additional de- 
partment of the Government when the 
tendency, he said, is to.reduce the 
number of branches. a 

Dr. S. P. Capen, Chancellor of the 
University of Buffalo, opposed any re- 
duction in the appropriation of $1,-

possibly more would be needed to 
launch an education department.

‘ ton. Reactions from this incident may 
spread through China, causing a re- 
vival of strikes, boycotts and other 
anti-foreign agitations similar to that 
of last Summer, and giving radical 
elements needed fuel to fan the flames 
of unrest. 

Both Chinese and foreigners here 
Tealize that the Canton incident is a 
deliberate action, intended to force the 
issue, either to cause the Canton Gov- 
ernment to defy the treaties and open- 
‘ly take complete control of the cus- 
toms there or else yield to the pressure 
of foreign powers and uphold the cus- 
toms administration the revenues, of 
which are earmarked as security for 
foreign loans. 

The extent to which the Peking Gov- 
ernment is backing the Commissioner’s 

» action is not clear. 

The Chinese press is divided in its 
views. The radical organs point out 
that this is evidence of foreign ag- 
gression, while the more sober papers 
are uncertain, being disposed to wait 
for developments. However, all fac- 
“tions are very uneasy and realize the 
possible consequences. ; 

A Division of Foreign Opinions. 

The opinions of foreigners also dif- 
fer. The standpats welcome the inci- 
dent as tending to force action by the 
powers in support of the treaties and 
compel a showdown. On the other 
hand, the important commerce and 
shipping interests fear a renewal of 
trouble which might cause further 
damage to trade, which has been be- 
ginning to revive somewhat. 

The majority of foreign opinion would 
welcome a decisive policy of the 
powers, supported by adequate naval 
and military forces, but fear the ef- 
fects of more a na yp bluffing fol- 
lowed by the failure of the powers to 
act. 

Chinese radical leaders assert that 
the Canton action is promoted by 
Great Britain, her real purpose being 
to provoke intervention of the powers 
jointly, or else, failing that, to justify 
Great Britain in acting independently 
to tlear up the Hongkong-Canton situ- 
ation, which has been dragging on for 
eight months. The merits of the Can- 
ton incident support the Commission- 
er’s action because the strike of the 

* pickets is entirely beyond the control 

. of the local Government and dominates 
the export and import commerce, grad- 
ually killing trade conditions and bor- 
dering upon anarchy. But it is diffi- 
cult to perceive how to bring about 
an improvement except by complete 
foreign intervention, which would be 
certain to arouse a violent outburst of 
anti-foreignism. 

This incident is gleefully seized by 
Bolshevist propaganda. The incident, 
-nevertheless, is regarded as a test of 
the actual policy of the powers. There- 
fore it arouses intense interest. 

The standpat foreign press is openly 
——— over, the prospect that this 

Ssue may give a quietus to the Cus- 
toms Conference and set back the Ex- 
traterritorial Commission. 


Oppose Peking Government. 
When analyzed, this wish for the 
failure of all efforts to revise the

This has delayed the movement 
northward of a section of Wu Pei-fu’s 
army, although another section has 
captured Kweitch.

ROME, Feb. 24.—After presiding at 
an important meting of all the heads 
of the Italian Navy, Premier Mussolini 
today, in his capacity of Minister of 
Marine, held a long conference with 
Admiral Acton, Chief of Staff of the 
navy. 

The subject discussed was the Italian 
naval program, which it: is felt neces- 
sary to speed up in order to keep 
abreast -of French naval coastruction. 
The matter is to be further pursued 
during the next few.days in conversa- 
tions, at which the Minister of Finance 
will assist in order to keep the naval 
program within the limits of Italian 
finances. si, 

Since Signor Mussolini took over the 

inistry of Marine the Italian pro- 
gram, it is understood, has been reso- 
jutely headed toward construction of, a 
large number of small, lightly armored, 
‘fast craft sUpplied with a powerful 
means of defense. P 

The building of large cruisers and 
other heavier ships has been ‘sus- 
pended, it being felt that Italy’s fi- 
naricial conditions do not permit her 
to compete with richer nations in this 
field. The naval program, therefore. 
is based on the assumption that a 
navy provided with a large number of 
small, mobile, aggressive craft is a 
match for a navy possessing larger 
and more powerful but slower ships. 
Italian naval technicians believe this 
point was amply proved in the last 
war. 

Today’s meeting between the Premier 
and the Admirals is the result of the 
recent agitation in France by the Pres- 
ident of the French Senate’s Navy 
Commission, which focused Italian at- 
tention on the comparative strength of 
the Italian and French navies. 

The comparison reveals that the 
Italian Navy is now in a bad condi- 
tion, which will become far greater. in 
few years’ time when the French 
naval program is translated into fact.

CLAIM RUSSIAN INSURANCE. 


Americans Offer Policies for Collec- 
tion of $130,000,000. 
LENINGRAD, Feb. 24 (#).—American 
insurance policies to the amount of 
more than $130,000,000 have been pre-

FRANCO STILL EAGER 
TO FLY BACK TO SPAIN 


Declares He Will Never Fly Again 
if Forbidden to Return 
by Air. 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Feb. 24 (). 
—Commander Franco, who flew here 
today on the Spanish seaplane Plus 
Ultra from Buenos Aires, on a short 
visit to the Uruguayan capital, in- 
formed newspaper men that if he were 
refused permission to return to Spain 
by way of the air he would never fly 
again. He asked them to use all ef- 
forts to obtain modification of the 
Spanish Government’s orders to return 
home directly by steamer.

posed flight along the West Coast and 
over the United States,” the aviator 
said, “is from Bahia Blanca to Tal- 
cahuano, or some other Chilean port.

“Spaniards of Argentina anxiously 
wish for the continuation of the 
flight,”” his message read, “and I beg 
you to, postpone transfer of the Plus 
Ultra to Argentina until: we have 
ended the flight in Spain. 

“The only reward we desire is au- 
thorization to return by air.” 


MADRID, Feb. 24 ().—The Spanish 
Government has telegraphed Com- 
mander Franco reiterating its decision 
that his transatlantic flight shall be 
terminated at Buenos Aires.

BUT OFFERS COMPROMISE 


Envoy, in Interview, Says He Will 
Seek Credits as'New Negotiations 
Begin Today at Paris.

PARIS, Feb. 24.-M. Rakovsky,: the 
Soviet Ambassador to France, was in- 
terviewed today regarding the. Franco- 
Russian negotiatioas which begin at 
Paris tomorrow, and said: 

“I cannot go into a judicial discus- 
sion as to whether or no a Govern- 
ment born from revolution has or has 
not a right to repudiate the debts of 
its predecessors. 


“If we repudiate the debts of former 
Governments it in no way follows that 
we wish to reserve for ourselves or for 
our eventual successors, in whose 
coming at an early date I do not be- 
lieve, the right to repudiate the obli- 
gations to which we now subscribe. 

“What made the Czarist loans 
odious .in ‘the eyes of the Russian 
masses was that they served for non- 
productive purposes and did not con- 
tribute to increase the country’s rev- 
enues so much as to give Czarism a 
means of fortifying the army and pro- 
longing its fictitious existence. 

“The credits we now ask. for are 
intended exclusively for ‘productive 
purposes. In four years we _ have 
made progress which, without false 
modesty, I may call immense. At 
Genoa it was believed the Govern- 
ment would not stay long in power. 
Therefore no attempt was made to 
find out whether we intended to pay 
anything, and a moratorium until 
1928 was even proposed because politi- 
cal aims were chiefly pursued tc: ac- 
celerate our fall by forcing us to 
resort to revolutionary legislation. 

“That is why the question of credits 
was systematically omitted in the or- 
der of the day. 


Debt Problem Is Most Important. ; 


“The necessity of these credits is per- 
fectly understood, because it would 


have been impossible to pay anything 
without revenues, and revenues were 
impossible without foreign assistance. 
Credits would have been given to our 
presumptive successors, however. - 

“Everywhere in Russia it is more and 
more understood that from the first: 
foreign. nationalized private property 
must be bought in new concessions, 
which our economic development 
makes not only possible but feasible. 

“The important question is the liqui- 
dation of the debt problem. There are 
a great many French citizens inter- 
ested. There is a way to settle this and 
all other problems: by finding a way 
to intensify economic advantages be- 
tween Russia and France. This not 
only interests the holders of old bonds 
and old moneys and property in Rus- 
sia, but also all industry and com- 
merce. 

“There is no doubt the outlook for 
the development of our two countries 
is good if we are able to settle the 
question of cur raw materials and 
equipment, which our industry needs 
and which your country can sell while 
buying our raw materials. 

“This is the keystone of vur nego- 
tiations.”’ 

Tomorrow’s negotiations cover the 
whole gamut of Franco-Russian rela- 
tions, none ot which have been set- 
tied by the de jure recognition of 
the Soviets oy the Herriot Government 
at the end of 1924. 

The program includes the examina- 
tion. of old treaties and consular 
statutes, the eventual conciusion of a 
commercial treaty, economic ex- 
changes, indemnities for private per- 
sons and debt settlements. 


Both Parties Are Far Apart. 


The French consider the latter prob- 
lem the keystone of all the others. 


During several months last year the 
French and Russian experts studied 
debts figures ana sect the total at ap- 
proximately 10,000,000,000 francs, sub- 
ject, however, to further inspection 
in the course of new negotiations. The 
amount includes all Russian State 
loans and municipal and railroad 
bonds held by French bondholders. 

The French attitude is, according to 
international law, that the debts result 
from a biliteral contract freely con- 
sented to in a normal period by the 
regular Russian Government. 

The Russians say that, having legis- 
lated debts out of existence, they can- 
not recognize the Czarist debts as a 
matter of principle, but in order to win 
the coveted credits they are willing 
to attempt to compromise. 

The two viewpoints are naturally 
widely divergent and the negotiations 
promise no end of difficulties. 

The French say that their view of 
the debt problem is indisputably right 
and that the present financial condi- 
tions of France make credits for Rus- 
sian industry and production an al- 
most hopeless realization. 

In Soviet circles it was reported 
recently that the French might 
find a way of providing  cre- 
dits, but at fictitious capital value 
in order to permit the_ interest 
to pay not only the new loan 
but the old debts without making the 
procedure apparent to Russian opinion. 
But French bondholders objected 
strenuously and French banks, which 
are not linked with the Russian oil 
schemes, take the same stand, asking 
for a clear, definite settlement. 

It is likewise reported that Rakov- 
sky’s attempt to make the problem one 
of politi relationship between Rus- 
sia and mee conceals a threat of 
‘rupture which he believes France is 
extremely desirous of averting, be- 
— of the internal political situa- 

on. 

The Soviets also appear to expect 
that even a temporary failure of ‘the 
negotiations would precipitate a fall 
of the Briand Cabinet and cause the 
successor Government to lean further 
to the Left.

HITS DICKINSON BILL 
ON SURPLUS PRODUCE 


Dr. B. M. Anderson Jr., in Kansas 
City, Says Law Would Penalize 
the Domestic Buyer.

MILKMAN AND ROBBER 
IN GUN FIGHT ON ROOF 


Both Wounded and in Danger of

Company and City Estimates as to” 


Life of Equipment and Buildings 
Vary Widely. » 


During the hearing — before 
the Public Service Commission on the 
application of the New York Tele- 
phone Company for increased rates, 
Commissioner Van Voorhis, who pre- 
sided, announced that the commission 
had. decided that the American Tele- 
phone:and Telegraph Company, the 
parent concern, must furnish a de- 
tailed statement of its assets and lia- 
bilities, This was a victory for the 
city. Assistant Corporation Counsel 
M. M. Fertig wants to kijow just what 
the controlling company’does” with the 
36,000,000 it gets annually from the 
New York company. 

On Tuesday *Charles A. ‘Heiss, con- 
troller of the American Company, de- 
clined to furnish the information on 
the grounds that such a division was 
impossible and because questions di- 
rected at representatives of the Amer- 
ican Company had no bearing on the 
subject, which was to determine 
whether the local company was en- 
titled to higher rates. 

Testimony has disclosed that the 
payments by various subsidiaries of 
the American Company _ represent 
payments on license contracts, and 
numerous services rendered them by 
the parent concern: Each subsidiary 
pays 4% per cent. of their gross re- 
ceipts* for these services. The total 
payment, it was said, amounted to 
$64,000,000 a year. In explaining the 
decision of the commission Mr Van 
Voorhis said that the scope of the in- 
quiry was broad and touched all mat- 


ters relating to telephone rates, there 
appeared to be no reason why the in- 
formation sought by the city should 
not be supplied. 

Charles T. Russell of counsel for the 
New York company said the attitude 
of the American company on the mat- 
ter would be reported to the commis- 
sion this morning. Mr. Fertig ex- 

ressed satisfaction over the decision. 

e explained that it was the first time 
the public had had opportunity to 
look into the affairs of the American 
company, because other similar inqui- 
ries in other parts,of the country failed 
to’ produce any infogmation from the 
American company, for the re on 
that the office of the company is in 
this city, which gives the commission 
in this State the control. 

Lawrence J. McGuire, a real estate 
man, was the first witness examined. 
He was questioned concerning depreci- 
ation by Edward W. Beattie, tax at- 


torney for the New. York company.. 


The witness said that the productive 
life of a building was not more than 
fifty years, and. that inthe case of 
such buildings as those vfsed by the 
telephone company the life was only 
about thirty-five years.

“rubbish,’’ their newspapers were too 
bulky and they didn’t print ‘‘one-eighth 
of e news of this town,’”’ he con- 
tended.

“Despite all the thousands of dollars 
that are spent each day cu cable tolls,” 
he continued, ‘“‘I get an accurate ac- 
count of world events in the weekly 
edition of the Japanese Chronicle 
printed in Kobe, twenty days after the 
daily issues.

FEAR INCREASE OF RATES 





Speakers Express the View That 
‘the Public Would Have to 
Pay the Bill.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Opposi- 
tion to the Watson-Parker bill em- 
bodying the ‘‘peace plan” agreement 
of railway executives and represen- 
tatives of the railroad brotherhoods, 
which would abolish the Railroad 
Labor Board and set up machinery to 
adjust disputes between employers 
and employes through conciliation,.

members, who assert. that the 
Measure as it stands means that: any 
railway wage increase granted by the 
carriers will be passed on to the 
public. 

Debate on the measure began today 
and is expected to continue until Fri- 
day, when the Jeaders expect to pass 
it in substantially the form that it 
was reported by the Committe* on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce.

Testimony of an alienist was intro- 
duced last night at the trial in the 
Kings County Court of Joseph Rizzu- 
to, a World War veteran, to show that 
injury he had suffered in the fighting 
in France had rendered him mentally 


irresponsible for the murder with 
which he is charged. Despite this the 
defendant, on the stand, held to his 
story that he had killed Frank An- 
nello because of insults regarding his 
army service and the slashing of his 
army uniform. 

Rizzuto said he went, to the home 
of Annello, at 109 Nelson Street, 
Brooklyn, to ask him to return a Croix 
de Guerre which he believed Annello 
had taken when he had slashed the 
uniform on the previous day. Annello 
attacked him again, he contended, and 
he had been forced to act in self-de- 
fense. On cross-examination Assist- 
ant District Attorney Kopf asked: 

“Isn’t it the truth that you were 
never gassed as you said you were?” 
Rizzuto insisted he had told the truth, 
although he was reminded that this 
disability had not been recorded in his 
discharge certificate. 

Dr. Thomas Salmon, who was a 
Brigadier General in the Medical Re- 
serve Corps, in charge of psychopathic 
work in the A. E. F., testified that he 
had examined Rizzuto two weeks ago. 
His opinion was that the defendant 
had suffered abnormal and mental 
nervous conditions, which had left him 
incapable of reasonable judgment and 
emotional control. It is expected that 
the case will go to the jury this after- 
noon. 





Bishop Murray Improved. 

Encouraging reports were issued last 
night as. to the condition of the Rev. 
John Gardner Murray; D. D., Presid- 
ing Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States, who has 
been ill with pneumonia in St. Luke’s 
Hospital for a week. He had the best 
day yesterday since his illness, and 
prospects for his ultimate, recovery 
were considered bright. He has been 
resting during the last twenty-four 
hours, his temperature has gone down 
and the pneumonia is clearing. At a 
meeting of the National Council of ‘the 
Church yesterday a resolttion was 
adopted expressing sympathy with the 
Bishop and the hope that-he would 
speedily recover.

Queen’s Angry Letter Included 
in New Volumes Printed by 
Authority of George V.

' CALLED ACTION SCURRILOUS 


Revolting, She Wrote, to Be Put in 
Comparison With Husband—Her 
_ Interest in ‘Politics Revealed. 


‘Queen Victoria’s anger at the pub- 
lication of the Greville memoirs is ex- 
pressed vigorously by her in a letter 
belonging to an additional two vol- 
umes of her correspondence printed 
by the authority of King George V 
and made public by Longmans, Green 
& Co. yesterday. In this letter, writ- 
ten to Theodore Martin on Oct. 26 
1874, the Queen said: - 

--**What does he [Mr. Martin] say to 
the dreadful indiscretion and disgrace- 
fully bad taste of Mr. Reeve in pub- 
‘lishing Mn C. Greville’s scurrilous 
journal without eliminating what is 
very offensive and most disloyal to- 
ward the sovereigns he served, and 
the sovereigns and princes whose 
hospitality, and even intimacy, he en- 
joyed. And to leave the names in full, 
when the children and near relatives 
of those he abuses are alive, is un- 


heard of. 

“The Queen hopes and wishes Mr. 
Reeve will and should know what she 
thinks of such conduct. It is especial- 
ly revolting to her, as she is’ put in 
comparison with her husband and 
predecessor, who, though undignified 
and peculiar and not highly gifted, 
Was very honest, most extremely con- 
scientious and anxious to do his duty 
and most kind to herself, though not 
always in a judicious manner. The 
Queen is determined that on some 
occasion or other she will make known 
what she knows of his character. Of 
George IV, too, he speaks in such 
shocking language; really language 
not fit for any gentleman to use of 
any other gentleman or human being, 
atill less of his sovereign.” 


Memoirs Toned Down. 


The Greville memoirs were greatly 
toned down before publication and 
were still further toned down after the 
Queen’s protest. The originals have 


_ ®ecently come to this country and 
» gome of the expurgated passages made 
public, characterizing the Queen, her 
father and other relatives with vivid 
invective. 

Most of the two volumes, which are 
edited by George R. Buckle, are com- 
posed of the Queen’s correspondence 
with her Ministers and with her rela- 
tives on the thrones of Belgium, Prus- 
sia and other countries. Some of the 
létters of her Ministers opposing the 
Queen’s wishes are studies in tact. 
The correspondence and extracts from 
the Queen’s journal re-emphasize her 
‘seriousness and eagerness toaard her 
duties, political and ceremonial. 

The first volume of the present 
series starts with Jan. 1, 1862, just 
after the death of Prince Albert. The 
first chapter begins with an entry by 
the Queen in her diary on the death of 
her consort. 

“Have been unable to write my 
ee she wrote, ‘‘since the day my 

ved one left us, and with what a 
heavy, broken heart I enter on a new 
year without him. My dreadful and 

rwhelming calamity gives me so 
m to do that I must henceforth 
™erely keep notes of my sad and soli- 
tary life. This‘day last year found us 
Perfectly happy—and now! Last year 
music woke us; little gifts, New Year’s 
wishes, brought in by maid and then 
given to dearest Albert, the children 
waiting with their gifts in the next 
room—all these recollections ‘were 
pouring in on my mind in an over- 
powering manner. Alice slept in my 
room, and dear baby came down early. 
Felt as if living in a dreadful dream. 
‘ Alice much affected when she 
got up and kissed me. Arthur gave me 
a Mmosegay, and the girls drawings, 
done by them for their dear father 
and me.” 
Mason-Slidell Episode. 

The first letters in the volume re- 
late to the Mason and Slidell episode. 
The Queen is grateful that it has been

Letter to Her Son. 
The first volume contaifis an in- 


the Queen and the Prince of Wales. 
This was in 1868, just after much dis- 
turbance in Anglo-Irish relations, due 
to the Fenian troubles. The Govern- 
ment wanted the Prince of Wales to 


make one of his conciliatory visits to 
Ireland and the Queen agreed, but she 
was so that the occasion of the 
visit had to be the races, On March 
9, 1868, she wrote her son: 

“Dear Bertie: I have heard from 
Mr. Disraeli on the subject of your 
going to Ireland, and, as the Gov- 
ernment seems to wish it so much, 
I. will naturally sanction it. But I 
much regret that the occasion chosen 
should be ‘Races,’ as it naturally 
strengthens the belief, already far too 
prevalent, that your chief object is 
amusement; and races have become so 
bad of late, and the connection with 
them has ruined so many young men 
and broken the hearts thereby of so 
many fond and kind parents that I 
am especially anxious you should not 
sanction or encourage them. - 

“Since I began this I have heard 
of the great wish entertained that 
you should receive the order of St. 
Patrick and that you should be in- 
stalled in Dublin as a Knight. I shall 
have much pleasure in giving you 
the order, and that your going over 
to Dublin to be installed there should 
be the occasion for your going there 
and not the races, which should only 
come in as an incident.” 


The Prince’s Reply. 


The reply of the Prince was as 
follows: 

“My Dear Mama—Many thanks for 
your letter, which I was unable to 
answer yesterday, and I am very glad 
that you approve my going to Ireland 
next month, as I think the Government 
are very anxious that I should do so, 
and Lord Abercorn especially very 
strongly urges it, and of course it 
would be a great satisfaction to me 
to think that I could in any small way 
strengthen the Crown and Government 
with regard to the Irish question. But 
I am very anxious, dear Mama, that 
you should fully understand that I do 
not go there at all for my amusement 
but as a duty, and shall be ready to 
do anything that is required of me 
when I am there. With regard to the 
Punchestown Races, I am anxious to 
explain that the reason why I men- 
tioned them was that both Lord Mayo 
and Lord Hamilton were very anxious 
that I should go there, because such 
a large concourse of people would be 
gathered together from all parts of 
the country, who look upon those races 
as a kind of national festival, and 
would have a better opportunity of 
peeing me there than at Dublin, and 
would give them an occasion to display 
their loyalty to you and our family, 
if (as it is to be hoped) such a feel- 
ing exists. But I quite agree with 
you that it would not look well, if it 
were stated to the public that the only 
object of my visit to Ireland was on 
account of the races. It.is,very kind 
of you to give me the. Order. of St. 
Patrick, which of course I shall be 
only too happy to receive, and be in- 
stalled as a knight in the Cathedral as 
proposed. I only wish that dear Alix 
could also accompany me as it would 
add so much to the success of the 
visit.”’ 


Franco-Prussian War. 


' On the outbreak of the Franco-Prus- 
sian War, the Queen wrote to Glad- 
stone: 

“The Queen acknowledges Mr. Glad- 


stone’s letter of yesterday. She is glad 
to hear that the very serious aspect 
of affairs as regards our army, and 
the ine which we may have to take 
with respect to the integrity of Bel- 
gium, are to be seriously cofisidered 
in the Cabinet tomorrow. 

“The feeling in the country and in 
Parliament, the Queen feels sure, is 
for measures - being taken before the 
session closes, as expressed by Lord 
Russell, quietly to increase our forces. 
And she thinks also that a decided 
expression on the part of England not 
to allow Belgium to be attacked 
would prevent a greater extension of 
‘this wicked war. To call’ Parliament 
together again in the Autumn would 
cause far greater alarm, and be, as it 
always is, very unpopular.” 

The Queen made many excited nota- 
tions in her diaries on news of the 
Franco-Prussian War. One was the 
following: 

“BALMORAL, 5th Sept., 1870.—Heard 
that the mob at Paris had rushed into 
the Senate and proclaimed the down- 
fall of the dynasty, proclaiming a Re- 
public. This was received with accla- 
mation and the proclamation was 
made from the Hotel de Ville. Not one 
voice was raised in favor of the un- 
fortunate Emperor. How ungrateful. 
It was agreed that the following mes- 
sage should be conveyed to the 
Empress, viz: ‘That I was not insen- 
sible of the heavy blow which had 
fallen on her, nor-forgetful of former 
days.’ No one knows where she is.” 


Received Napoleon at Windsor. 


After the war was over, the Queen 
received Napoleon at Windsor. Shé 


‘| wrote in her journal: ‘At a little be- 


fore 3 we went down with our children 
and ladieS and gentlemen to receive 
the Emperor Napoleon. I went to the 
door with Louise and embraced the 
Emperor ‘comme de rigueur.’ It was 
a moving moment, when I thought of 
the last time he came here in ’55 in 
—— triumph, dearest Albert bring- 
ng him from Déver, the whole coun- 
try mad to receive him, and now. He 
seemed very much dépressed and had 
tears in his eyes, but he controlled 
himself and said, ‘Il y a bien longtemps 
que je n’ai vu votre Majeste.’”’

Louis Marshall’ Attacks the| 


Legality of Curtiss-Reed and 
Sheppard-Towner Acts. 


_, R.C.ATKINSON FAVORS THEM | “7°20” 


~ \Quotes Figures to Show Schools as 
Run by the States Are at a 
Low Level. 


Louis Marshall of the New York. bar 
and Raymond C. Atkinson of the De- 
partment of Government of Columbia 
University debated yesterday after- 
noon the proposition, ‘Should the Na- 
tional League of Women Voters favor 
such extension of Federal ' influence 
over State activities as is provided for 
by the Sheppard-Towner act and the 
Curtis-Reed bill?” Mr. Atkinson spoke 
in the affirmative and Mr. Marshall in 
the negative. The discussion was held 
under the auspices of the Fifteenth 
Assembly District branch of the New 
York e of Women Voters at the 
home of Mrs. Renry Goddard Leach, 
170 East Sixty-fourth Street. A straw 
vote at the close showed that a major- 
ity upheld the negative, although the 
‘league had gone on record in support 
of the Sheppard-Towner act. — 

Mr. Atkinson contended the Curtis- 
Reed bill would create a Federal De- 
partment of Education to supplant the 
existing bureau, which devoted itself 
to experimental work, and that the 
Sheppard-Towner act provides for an 
annual appropriation by the Federal 
Government of $1,000,000 for infant and 
maternity hygiene, to be distributed 
among the States in proportion to their 
population, provided the States appro- 
priate equal sums and carried on their 
work in accordance with standards es- 
tablished by the Federal Government. 

Mr. Atkinson quoted figures to show 
that education as administered by the 
States was at a low level, that certain 
sections of the country were txtremely 
backward and that lack of ‘funds 
caused teachers’ salaries to be ex- 
tremely low, thus diverting able talent 
from the field of teaching, which could 
be improved through Federal aid. 

The fact that the nation’s population 
was migratory, he said, made educa- 
tion in each part of the country a sub- 
ject for every other part to consider. 
The States, he charged, have failed in 
education and the Federal Government 
should handle the situation. The 
grants-in-aid under the Curtis-Reed 
bill were similar to the highway pro- 
gram carried out by the Government. 
Mr. Atkinson said a health survey of 
eighty-six cities showed the mortality 
in maternity cases was 50 per cent.

pointed to the vast improvements .in 
New York City where the problem had 
been dealt with efficiently. The Gov- 
ernment, he said, sought to induce 
backward States to meet certain high 
standards in this work and was willing 
to pay half the cost. 

Mr. Marshall attacked the legislation 
as unconstitutional.

“If we consider the States meaning-

BILL BANS POWER EXPORT. 


Quebec Premier Offers Measure to 
Forbid Sales Outside Canada.

Secretary Predicts Decreased Lake 
Diversion by 1935—Diplomatic 
|, Exchanges Are Made Public,

- WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Events are 
movihig toward negotigtion of a com- 
prehensive ‘settlement' of Great Lakes 
and St. Lawrence River navigation and 
hydro-electric power disputes between 
the United States and Canada and an 
@greement on cooperative undertak- 
ings of vast magnitude to develop and 
conserve these water resources. This 
fact developed today following issu- 
ance by the State Department of the 
diplomatic porrespondence between the 
United States and Great Britain occas- 
“toned by Canada’s protest against the 
War De ent permit to the Chicago 
Sanitary District to divert 8,500 cubic 
feet of water per second from Lake 
Michigan. 

In this correspondence Canada not 
only hinted at demands that may be 
made on the United States for alleged 

* damage to Canadian navigation and 
power interests from the reduction of 
lake levels, and the St. Lawrence River 
flow, attributed to the Chicago diver- 

‘pion, but threatened to block the St. 
Lawrence seaway project unless the 
* withdrawal of Lake Michigan water 


‘were reduced to a fraction of the pres-- 


ent volume. 

The United States consented to in- 
elude the question of the Chicago di- 
version in the consideration of the en- 
gineering problems of the St. ;,Lawrence 
seaway, and the Administration now 
views with favor the negotiation of an 
agreement with Canada covesing the 
entire group of related questions per- 
taining to joint use of the Great Lakes 
and the St. Lawrence River by the two 
countries. 


Scope of Proposed Agreement. 


The contemplated understanding 
would embrace the following matters: 
1. Construction of the St. Lawrence 
geaway, enabling ocean ships to pene- 
trate to all of the Great Lakes and 
development of, the incidental water 


power by the Unifed States and Can- 
ada, as a joint undertaking, at a cost 
now estimated at $275,000,000. 

2. An accord on the conservation of 
lake levels, involving an authoritative 
ascertainment of the climatic influ- 
- ences, a revision of the treaty author- 
izing Canada to divert 36,000 and the 
United States 20,000 cubic second feet 
at Niagara Falls, an agreed restriction 
of the diversion at Chicago and the 
Welland Canal, and compensating mat- 
ters in the St. Claire and Niagara 
Rivers to offset lake withdrawals. 

3. Preservation of the scenic beauty 
of Niagara Fallsa.by the construction 
of,concrete islands in.the Niagara 
River so as to retatd, by defleotion of 

‘ the current, the gradual destruction 
of the falls by.erosion: As a result 
of the present course and velocity of 
the current the crest of the falls has 
been worn back 110 feet in nineteen 
yearg, causing geologists to predict 
that, ultimately Niagara may cease to 
be a waterfall and hecome merely 

rapids.

Kerrigan admitted that the testimony 
he gave at the time of his arrest, that 
the shooting occurred during an at- 
tempted hold-up, was false. His rea- 
son for his first story was, he said, 
because Dugan had told him that he 
had a-family and that if ‘“‘you swear 
it was a hold-up I'll get out all right.” 

In his opening address Assistant Dis-~- 
trict Attorney Benedict D. Dineen said 
that the shooting followed drinking in 
tthe Comedy Club, on Second Avenue 
near Seventeenth. Street. 9 

The prohibition agent testified he 
had gone to the club with Boyle and 
there met Dugan, who was in civilian 
clothes and on vacation. Dugan be- 
came angry when some one called him 
“yellow.” When the policeman indig- 
nantly asked who had called him that 
Kerrigan testified he had laughingly 
replied: ‘‘I did.” -

MRS. HENDERSON LOSES" 
FIGHT FOR HER SON 


She Cannot Know Who Has 
Adopted Him, Rales State 
Court of Appeals.

ALBANY, Feb. 24.—Mrs. Margaret 
Henderson of 1,531 Westchester Ave- 
nue, the Bronx, lost her case in the 
Court of Appeals today to recover 
possession of her son, David, 4 years 
old, whom she permitted the Spence 
Alumnae Society to adopt, and for 
whose return she has made a spectacu- 
lar battle. 

The Court affirmed the order of the 
Appellate Division, First Department, 
that the information which Mrs. Hen- 
derson sought, namely, the identity of 
these who adopted her child, should 
not be given. No opinion was written 
by the Court of Appeals. 

Only once in-the long fight did Mrs. 
Henderson ‘get a semblance of a vic- 
tory. That was when Supreme Court 
Justice Wasservogel decided that she 
had a right to know what had become 
of her son. He was overruled. 

Mrs. Henderson named the Spence 
Alumnae Society as the custodian of 
her son. The society denied this, but 
said the child had been placed with 
proper persons. All attempts of Mrs. 
Henderson to iascertain the name of 
tL + foster parents failed. . 

Nearly a year ago Mrs. Henderson 
signed papers giving the custody of 
her child to the society for adoption. 
She expressed the hope that the boy 
would get a good home and be prop- 
erly reared. It was on the ground 
that the adoption agreement had been 
violated that Mrs. Henderson sought 
to recover possession of the child. 
She alleged that the adoption was not 
to be final for six months, and that 
she was to have the right to reclaim 
her son at the expiration of that time, 
should she be able to care for him. . 

Mrs. Henderson, in the proceedings, 
declared that she had entered the 
United States illegally. She admitted 
having a husband in Scotland. , 

Mrs. Henderson was~charged with 
having used a. dog whip on Orlando P. 
Metcalf in his office at 331 Madison 
Avenue Nov. 14, 1925. 

Magistrate Macreery gave her a sus- 
pended’ sentence and warned her not 
to go near Mr. Metcalf again.

LYNDHURST, N. J., Feb. 24.—Two 
of the four small children of Mrs. 
Mary Smith were burned to death to- 
day-in a fire which destroyed a three- 
family house at 759 Riverside Avenue. 
The children, Mary, 4 years old, and 
her brother Harry, 3, were. trapped in 
the kitchen and efforts of their mother 
and neighbors to bring them to safety 
were futile.

|TO BE BURIED NEAR MATTY 


Passes Away 4 Months After Deat.. 
of Famous Righthander—Funeral 
Services Same Day of Week. 


GETTYSBURG, Pa, Feb: 2 @®.— 
Eddie Plank, one of baseball's great- 
est’ left-hand pitchers, died today, 
only four months’ behind his greatest. 
right-handed rival in world’s series 


battles, Christy Mathewson. ‘Stricken 
Monday morning with paralysis that 
left his once powerful pit arm 
and his whole left side helpless, the 
port-side star of Connie Mack’s famous 
Philadelphia Athletics never spoke 
after the first two hours. Except for 
brief intervals he was unconscious all 
the time and died at sunset.- 

Plank will be buried in this quiet 
town of Gettysburg on the same day 
of the week—Saturday afternoon—as 
Christy Mathewson was laid to rest 
in Lewisburg, Pa., not far away. 

Plank's widow, Eddie Jr., 10 years 
old, and) Ira and Luther, two of the 
thew: biothers.. of ‘the oncé great 
pitcher, were at the bedside when the 
end came, but his parents, unable to 
make the trip to town because of ill- 
ness, remained on their farm, where 
the news was gently conveyed to them. 

Quitting baseball in 1917 while play- 
ing with the St. Louis Americans after 
losing a 1 to 0 game to Walter John- 
son, Plank opened a garage. business 
in Gettysburg, but retired three years 
ago, having accumulated sufficient 
wealth in: the business and in base- 
ball to take life easy.

Mack’s Greatest Left-Hander. 


Connie Mack regarded Eddie Plank 
as the greatest winning léft-handed 
pitcher baseball has ever known. Mack 
said that ‘“‘Bender was the ‘money’ 
pitcher, Coombs the brilliant strike- 
out hurler, and Plank the old reliable 
in almost every game. He was not as 
spectacular as Waddell, but was a 
pitcher who combined a rare knowl- 
edge of his opponent’s weakness and 
had marvelous control.’’ 

Plank was born on a farm near. Get- 
tysburg on Aug. 31, 1875. Ho attended 
Gettysburg Academy, entering Gettys- 
burg College when 25 years old. After 
two years in college, Connie Mack 
signed him in 1901, when the reorgan- 
ized American League invaded the 
East. Plank was a success, winning 


he pitched the first year. 

In 1902, with the incomparable Rube 
‘Waddell and. Pete Husting, Plank 
helped t6 pitch the Athletics to their 
first pennant, giving further assistance 
in, winning -pennants in. 1905,1910 and 
1911. , In the Jast named: year, with his

Following the four straight defeats at 
the hands of the Boston Braves in 1914 
for the wopld's title, Connie Mack slated 
Plank to go to Baltimore. Plank re- 
fused and signed with the St. Louis 
Federal League Club for the 1915. sea- 
son. He won twenty-one of the thirty- 

one pitched. When the — 
war clouds disappeared and with them 
the Federal League, Plank was sent to 
the St. Louis Americans. In 1917 he 
retired, at the See of 42.

The cablegram sent to Senator 
Borau by residents of South Tyrol is 
undeniably pathetic in its: simplicity. 
It appeals to the Chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee of the 
United States Senate in his capacity 
as “a protector of oppressed peoples.’’ 
This shows how Senator Boran’s hu- 
mane and impassioried utterances have 
been heard round the world. It is 
really touching to note that those who 
complain bitterly of Italian domination 
over them innocently believe that Mr. 
Boran’s power is equal to his elo- 
quence. But however greatly he may 
bé moved by this Tyrolese petition, it 
is hard to see how he can answer it 
except by coming down from the lofty 
moral heights where he loves to 
dwell and dealing jwith realities and 
Ways and means.

in something. like the following vein: 
I-am deeply gratified and much af- 
fected by your appeal.

I am compelled to work 
through existing agencies. Look at 
the Treaty of St. Germain and study 
carefully the rights of minorities 
there guaranteed to you. If a further 
question arises, resort to the League 
of tions with your case. Under 
rticle XI of the Covenant it would 
seem that your complaints would 
have an ample right to be heard by 
the League. Thanking you for the 
high compliment you have paid me 
and regretting that it is not within 
my power to offer you anything ex- 
cept the foregoing practical advice, 
I- remain, your appreciative and 

grateful servant, WiLiam E. Boran.

A PEACE-TIME AIR SERVICE. 

The warning of President CooLIDGE 
that expansion of the military air ser- 
vices beyond the recommendations of 
the Morrow Aircraft Board might lead 
to competitive building by other na- 
tions {s not likely to be disregarded 
by Congress. As for the navy, the 
Butler bill, which has been favorably 
reported to the House of Representa- 
dives, provides for a five-year con- 
struction program, and. contemplates 
an accumulation of 1,000 _modeyn 
planes by 1932. The estimates, for the 
fiscal year 1927 are $12,285,000, rising 
to $17,476,250 in 1932.1It is proposed 
that the number of 1;000 planes shall 
be maintained as adequate for the 
peace-time navy year by year, to be 
regarded as a nucleus for expansion 
to war strength. Of the Butler bill 
Admiral Mosrstt, Chief of the Navy 
Bureau of Aeronautics, says: 

Taken in conjunction with the 
other air legislation pending and the 
administrative changes being made 
to carry out the r dations of 
the Morrow board, this program will 
provide an answer to all of the vex- 
ing problems that the long-drawn- 

“out aviation controversy has brought 
to the fore so far as thé nayy is 
conogrned, fs te 
’ The aeronautical program for the 

- sea. service -ineludes one. dirigible ot 
the capacity of 6,000,000 cubic feet, 











* cost when completed 45,000,000. 
The estimate for work to be done in 
the fiscal year 1927 is $2,100,000. In 
addition, .a lighter-than-air ship of 
200,000 cubic feet, to cost ‘$300,000, 
is provided for. The program orig- 
inally was more amibitious: 
carrier with its equipment of planes 
together with planes -for {10 ‘scout 
cruisers, 12 submarines’ ena 18 de- 
stroyers, the total for the navy to be 
1,248, constructed over a ‘period of 
five years: The cost would have been 
$134,000,000, as compared with $102,- 
555,000 allowed in: the Butler ‘ bill. 
Admiral Morrstr says that it’ pro- 
vides ‘‘ what is needed for the fleet 
“as it is composed today, .with the 
‘necessary allotment for. the fleet 
‘bases at Coco Solo and Pearl Har- 
“bor.” In drawing the bill the rec- 
ommendations of both the Morrow 
board and the Lampert committee 
were taken into consideration: 

The Army bill set aside $7,604,000 
for 305 new planes during the fiscal 
year 1927, but the total allowed for 
the aviation service. was $18,050,000. 
While General Patrick -would have 
liked an actual expansion, he said in 
an address at Chicago on Feb. 19 that 
the Army Air Service was not *‘ near- 
“ly so badly off as some of its critics 
‘*and some who claim to be its friends 
‘“would lead one to believe. We have 
“gone ahead as: quietly as possible 
** standardizing aircraft and are get- 
‘“*ting somewhere.’ The new army 
planes will be of ‘‘the latest and 
most efficient types,’’ replacing ma- 
chines that are out of date. It is 
Admiral Morrett’s opinion that 1,000 
planes “ will give the navy an aerial 
“arm that approximates the peace- 
‘time ideal.’’ This statement indi- 
cates that he is not really satisfied 
with the present condition of naval 
aviation, for the navy could not mus- 
ter anything like 1,000 modern planes. 
It is well known that while General 
PATRICK is not in sympathy with ex- 
tremists of the Mitchell type, he be- 
Ueves that the Army Air Service 
should be put on a peace basis of 
considerably more planes than that 
of the present status, which is to be 
maintained-by the replacements pro- 
vided for. The, Lassiter program 
suited him, but it is too much like 
a war-time system to please the 
President. He is inflexibly against 
doing anything that would precipi- 
tate competition in airplane construc- 
tion. He sees no danger to the United 
States, with 3,000 miles of blue water 
on one side of it-and 6,000 on the 
other, in such a peace-time air estab- 
lishment as the Morrow board held 
to be adequate.

Though an Amherst man, and there- 
fore a preferred stockholder in ‘“ our 
institutions,” Representative TREAD- 
war. of Massachusetts “doesn’t play 
the game.’’

To 
this end our forefathers guaranteed 
to every man freedom of worship and 
the rights of citizenship, regardless 
of faith or place of origin. 

It is fitting that we, the heirs of a 
noble past, ‘should d ourselves, 
and’ our fellow-citizens, of those 
great pringiples and that ajl should 
dedicate ourselves anew to observ- 
ing them by mutual understanding, 
friendly accord and earnest. coopera- 
tion for the common good. 

This is both a reminder of the spirit 
of our beginfings and a reaffirmation 

of devotion to the basic principles on 
which our political and social, struc- 
ture rests. As Mr. Hucues said, the 
basis of Americanism is not of the 
flesh. It is of the spirit. Some whose 
ancestors have lived on this: soil for 
generations have never become Amer- 
icans in spirit. Some of entirely alien 
flesh have caught that spirit into their 
lives. 
* What. is. hostile to this spirit is 
prejudice, which is a prejudging, ar- 
rival at a judgment before the case 
has been tried, before the truth Is 
known. Under the common. use. of 
the word it is an unfavorable pre- 
judgment, a prejudice against, ihe 
opposite. of justice, for justice as- 
sumés what a prejudice / refuses. 
Prejudice will disappear only when 
prejudgments, whether inherited of 
many generations or learned of some 
personal or mass selfishness oF 
some ignorant or vicious demagogue, 
are replaced by judgments formed 
through knowledgg ‘‘A bigoted per- 
son, is an _ unintelligent person. 
Whatever purpose racial or religious 
or class antipathy may have served 
in the development of certain traits of 
strength or faculties of prescience or 
skill of hand or tongue, certainly now, 
when the world, dispersion and inter- 
communication are fairly. complete, 
when no nation can live to itself if 
it would, when there is no possible 
maintenance of the integrity of racial 
distinction except through an abhor- 
rent slavery or an. as abhorrent 
tyranny,. there is no place for such 
antipathy or bigotry, much less for a 
prejudice that arises only by. accident.

CONGRESSIONAL POETRY. 

As a rule Congress drops into poetry 
only in obituary speeches. This is 
too often a way of adding a new tér- 
ror to death. But occasignally a Rep- 
resentative or a Senator, overcome by 
the esthetic transports into which he 
has been thrown by reading a poem 
of a constituent, cannot resist the 
impulse to enshrine it for all time in 
the pages of the Congressional Rec- 
ord. Senator Herrin of Alabama is 
the latest to wish to spread in widest 
commonalty the personal joy he had 
obtained from some vérses on GEORGE 
WASHINGTON written by a former resi- 
dent of Alabama, whomi-he certified 
to be ‘‘a man of very brilliant intel- 
lect and of marked poetic genius.’’

Subway travel, as

Relief by 
the opening of new lines is at best 
years ahead, and it is no wonder that 
many minds, including those of the 
Health Commissioner and the head of 
the Transit Commission, are turning 
to the means of ‘“‘staggering”’ the traf- 
fic at the hours when the-suffering is 
worst. | 

To ‘stagger’ the subway traffic 
would be to persuade or compel people 
to distribute their journeys over longer 
periods, both morning and evening. 
The majority of passengers, and near- 
ly all of the workers, now go down- 
town within a little over an hour,’ and 
they go uptown with an equally close 
approach to unanimity. It looks as if 
it would be easy enough to make them 
see how much happier they would be 
if they changed this habit. For a lit- 
tle time during the World War the 
theatregoers did what the workers 
might do now. But in wartime orders 
can be given with assurance that they 
will be obeyed. It is not the same 
now, and there is doubt if our army of 
travelers could be disciplined to sep- 
arate themselves into groups for the 
sake of a general interest and at some 
personal inconvenience.

What may be the be- 
ginning of the end of 
bull-fighting in Spain 
is revealed in the is- 
suance by the General 
Council of the Province of Madrid of 
an order forbidding the slaughter of: 
horses as a part of the national sport. 
The killing of the old, worn-out horses 
in the bull ring is not an essential 
part of bull-fighting. It is, however, 
admittedly the most cruel, and to for- 
eigners the most disgusting and re- 
volting. The bull is a natural fighter, 
and though he has next to no chance 
of ultimate victory now and then he 
does even things up a little by wound- 
ing or even killing one of his tor- 
mentors. 

The introduction of the horses is now 
simply a response to the demands of 
the lowest elemcnt, and it is not de- 
fended by the more thoughtful Span- 
jiards, even though most of them do 
have something to say in favor or ex- 
cuse of the game as it would be with- 
out that element.. Curiously enough, 
the men mounted on the doomed horses 
are the degenerate descendants of the 
knights who in the beginning tested 
their skill and courage against bulls. 
At present the horsemen do no fighting 
at all, but simply put their wretched 
and blinded mounts in positions to be 
gored and disemboweled.

WIDENING OF ALLEN STREET. 


A Plea for Action in the City’s Most 
Congested District. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There is pleading for parks, and also 
for traffic relief. The Mayor is pledged 
to both and we know that he js sin- 
cerely. interested in bo’ The only 
shadow on the plans for securing these 
urgent improvements is the question of 
taxes. There is one need that cries 
above all others. It is for a particular 


‘park and playground that is more im- 


portant than all of the agitation about 
a memorial in Central Park; it is-more 
essential than park space at the cost 
of millions on Long Island or else- 
where. I refer to the proposed widen- 
ing of Allen Street by 87 feet, to give 
air, sunshine and playground space to 
the most congested spot in the United 
States. 

Our wealthy friends, unfortunately, 
probably never come to this neighbor- 
hood. If they did, they would be 
shocked to think that we can spend 
fortunes on art and leave unprovided 
a fundamental representing cleanli- 
ness, air, health—yes, life, itself. 

Of secondary but very practical im- 
portance is relief to north and south 
traffic congestion. Lafayette Street is 
now as crowded as Broadway with 
trucks and motor cars. Borough Presi- 
dent Miller points out that ‘the only 
thoroughfare for potential relief is now 
First Avenue, an ideal\route if it were 
not that at Houston Street it rung into 
Allen, the narrowest streef in the ‘city, 
hampered, moreover, swith the pillars 
of the elevated road, and forming a 
narrow ttle-neck, stopping further 
progress south. With Allen Street 
widened, traffic could go straight on 
from First through Allen to East 
Broadway, and so on south or across 
to Long Island. 

If this did mean increased taxes, the 
lives of the people of that district are 
of sufficient importance to justify the 
expenditure; and the reports of the 
city and business surveys thow that 
traffic relief would alone Mean a sav- 
ing of millions to the people of New 

York. But the funds for this improve- 
ment can be supplied mainly from 
assessment. 

It will transform ‘the whole lower 
east side and bring what is now'a 
dilapidated district, a veritable step- 
child of the city, once again into the 
family of New York. This is only fair, 
because this King Lear originally sup- 
plied the funds that went to build and 
improve the other sections of our city.

DELAYS IN JUSTICE. 
'} Situation “‘Hefe Is Declared un:} 
i healthy bya Veteran Lawyer. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read in your editorial of Feb, 
3ethe question there put: 

“Do many lawyers -think the admin- 
istration of law in the United States is 
healthy?” 

So far as New York City and vicinity 
are concerned, my answer is that I do 
not think it is healthy. 

I have read also the editorial in The 
New York Law Journal for the ‘issue 
of Feb. 4, purporting to answer your 
comments, with some of which I dis- 
agree, and also the editorial .in the 
issue of Feb. 6, with which I entirely 
agree. d 

I have. practiced law in New York 

for upward of forty years and speak 
from actual observation and knowl- 
edge. It is.an axiom of universal 
recognition that delay—real delay—in 
the administration of, justice is denial 
of justice, because in most cases: if re- 
lief is long deferred it is equivalent to 
none at all. 
. It is a fact that cannot be ‘disputed 
that fot néarly the whole period of 
my experience in New York, as to the 
great mass of substantial Atigation, 
the has been not merely a technical 
delay. but a real delay, in that, as a 
rule, the trial of a litigated case could 
not even be begun for an average of 
two years after commencement. I 
submit that, whatever else it may be, a 
sentiment which has complacently en- 
aured such delay is not healthy. 

Furthermore, after beginning a trial, 
owing to archaic procedure in reaching 
the finality, there ig another long de- 
lay. 

I use the word “archaic” designedly, 
for the reason that the procedure fol- 
lowed here has been long. since suc- 
cessfully abandoned elsewhere. A model 
procedure was adopted in England 
about fifty years ago, which has re- 
sulted in expedition and satisfaction, 
despite the fact that there are, neces- 
sarily, some inevitable uncertainties, 
and, of course, expense. 

It is true‘ that an alleged simplifica- 
tion of our procedure was adopted a 
few years ago by repealing the Code 
of Civil Procedure and immediately re- 
enacting it under a new name, with 
its sections renumbered and with a re- 
distribution of its contents’ and but 
very trifling changes. 

The net result of this has been, as 
stated by Mr. Hughes at a recent 
public dinner of the State Bar Asso- 
ciation, that whereas when he had 
left New York to re-enter public life 
some years before one volume of prac- 
tice had sufficed, upon his return and 
appearance in the Court of Appeals to 
argue a case he found there each 
Judge hating before him two volumes 
of practice, one being the Civil Prac- 
tice act and the other being the Rules 
of Court, thus apparently doubling the 
work. 

Mr. Hughes might well have added 
that three volumes are now required 
in place of the former one volume, be- 
cause it is now absolutely necessary. to 
the practitioner to consult the three 
sources above indicated to be sure 
about the practice. 

The New York Law Journal stated 
in substance, in one of its editorials, 
that the existing administration of the 
law had germs of health. Any habit 
that-is a negation of the purpose it is 
designed to subserve, and survives 
forty’ years, must not merely have 
“health” but pretty close to the vigor 
of the fabled galamander. Would that 
our ineffective administration of the 
law had less h and more signs 
of decay! 

As there has been almost a collapse 
in criminal-law enforcement, so in the 
administration of civil justice we have 
a situation calling for frank acknowl- 
edgment of its defects and a construc- 
tive plan for real improvement. 

Much of the delay can obviously be 
remedied by mere increase in the num- 
ber of Judges, as an analysis of the 
figures in the recent report of our Bar 
Association shows, as indicated by the 
in of the work accomplished in 
1925 over that of 1904, with the 
doubling of the judiciary forces.

The National Cash Register Coin- 
pany had sought to compel the Rem- 
‘ington Arms Company‘to make an as- 
signment of cash register patents cov- 
ering inventions of Frederick F. Fuller, 
who left. the National Cash Register 
Company to take employment with the 
Remington Arms Company. Mr. Ful- 
ler is known as the oldest cash regis- 
ter inventor in the United States. 


Faller Got $5,000 a Year. 


The National Cash Register employed 
Mr. Fuller at $5,000 a year under a 
contract for a year beginning Feb. 17, 
1909. The decision reviews\ that con~ 
tract as follows: . : 

“Fuller agreed to transfer to plain- 
tiff all cash register mechanisms made 
by him during his employment, and if 
at the end of the’ contract he left

One 
purpose, she said, was to keep the gal- 
leries open evenings, Sundays and 
holidays.

Mixed Movement on the Stock 
Exchange—Declines Predom- 
inate—Money 5 Per Cent. 


The somewhat tedious process of 
what Wall Street describes as ‘‘tech- 
nical readjustment’’ on the Stock Ex- 
change—meaning the cutting-down of 
valuations, which ought not to have 
been made at all—continued -yester- 
day. It resulted in numerous declines 
rangipg from 2 to 6 points, but with 
le~s uniformity of movement than the 
day before. The familiar violent back- 
ward and forward swing of the price 
for some speculative stocks was re- 
peated for the admiration of investors; 
American Can rising 1% points, fall- 
ing 7 and recovering 444; General Elec- 
tric dropping 5 and ‘advancing 2%; 
United Pruig losing 5 points and then 
gaining 4. This essentially absurd 
fluctuation, which would not be pos- 
sible now but for the, crazy pyrotech- 
nics in the stock market of last 
Autumn, largely made up the day’s 
market. 

Unlike the market of Tuesday, how- 
ever, there were sustained advances 
as well as sustained declines, and even 
the weaker stocks were as a rule more 
disposed to retrace their downward 
steps. No doubt this indicated a 


|pause both in the selling by the

News That Stock Is to Have No

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad an- 
nounced yesterday that it would ac- 
quire the bankrupt Atlanta, Birming- 
ham & Atlantic Railway by the pay- 
ment of 60: cents on the dollar of the 
face value of the A. B. & A. bonds 
under the terms of a reorganization 
plan in which the stockholders of the 
acquired company would not — 
pate. 

News that A. B. & A. mock hat oe 
share in the pending deal and would 
be worthless if the court accepted the 
Coast Line offer reached the Stock Ex- 
change shortly after noon, creating a 
wild scramble to sell, which resulted 
in loss of nearly 50 per cent. of the 
stock’s market value and of nearly 


$1,500,000 to those who had bought it 
at the higher figures.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET.

The Size of the Short Interest. 


Short selling has been aggressively 
pursued in the stock market since the 
middle of last week; at present, ac- 
cording to reports, the outstanding 
commitments for short account are 
larger than at any time since the break 
of last November. Although the exact 
size of this short interest cannot be 
approximated, the outstanding com- 
mitments for the decline may be 
judged by the fact that eighty-three 
stocks were quoted flat in the loan 
crowd after the close of the market 
yesterday, and six were quoted at 


remiums. Much of the selling of the 
ast few days, according to commission 
house reports, has come from the rank 
and file, with the professionals cover- 
ing on the breaks.

Hoping for a Turn. 


It has been rumored in Wall Street 
that in a day’s jaunt about the broker- 
age houses, just now, one meets many 
persons who have losses if the stock 
market.

‘Strength of Investment Bonds. 


Possibly because the stock market is 
a humdrum affair, there has developed 
a great deal of interest in investment 
bonds, and the surprising feature of 
the situation to Wall Street is that 
these bonds seem to be strengthening 
and quite active at a time when the 
money market is firm and outside 
funds are in-demand. The outstanding 
example of this search for vehicles of 
investment, especially tax-exempt se- 
curities, was in the inquiry yesterday 
for the First Liberty 3%s. They were 
purchased in extremely large lots all 
day and as a consequence reached 
their highest price of the -year at 
100 31-32. This compares with the 


year’s low figure of 9919-32. How- 
ever, it was not only in Libertys that 
the inquiry for “safe:and sound de- 
gcriptions’’ was impressive. Many of 
the next-to-the-rai] railroad bonds were 
active and strong, as were the better 
class of industrials. The second and 
third class issues ‘were more or less 
neglected.

A New York Central System. 


Railroad men found much to interest 
them yesterday in the statement of 
A. HK. Harris, Vice President of the 
New York Central, before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, that he 
expected the New York Central would 
some day take in the Big Four and 
the Michigan Central. His statement, 
they believe, indicates the importance 
of amending the present law governing 
railroad consolidations so as to permit 


financing by railroad.companies as a 
whole instead of in separate parts. 
There is much more inducement for a 
major railroad property to acquire 
minor ones if the acquisitions can be 
really absorbed and not thereafter op- 
erated as independent lines.

Firm Money in Prospect. 


With money rates firm at 5 per cent. 
for call loans, commercial] bankers said 
yesterday that there was no probabil- 
ity of a change in basic conditions in 
the near future. The end of the month 
is approaching with its usual large re- 
quirements, and these will hardly have 
been taken care of when preparations 
will be made to meet the tax payments 
due on March 15. The Government 
also will be in’ the market with a new 
securities offering of about $500,000,- 
000 next month, but this factor will be 


offset in part by the maturities of 
Treasury issues :on March 15, as a 
large part of the payments by the 
Government will be made in New 
York. The present tendency toward 
firmness in money rates has been part- 
ly counterbalanced by a lack of active

Chicago & Alton Reorganization. 


It was definitely learned yesterday 
that the bankers of the Chicago & 
Alton are formulating plans to Bring 
it out of receivership and hope to give 
the stockholders some share in the new 
company. This hope, however, may 
not be realized, as there are large 
back interest ‘payments due on two of 
the road’s bond issues which will re- 
ceive consideration prior to the stock. 
The suggestion jhat the stock might 
meet the fate of that of the Atlanta, 
Birmingham & Atlantic, which does 
not participate in a reorganization 
plan to be made public today, created 
heavy selling of Alton preferred and 
common in yesterday's market.

Status of Port Bonds. 


The intention of the Port Authority 
of New York to issue bonds in the near 
future for the. construction of two 
bridges is raising a question in the 
minds of investment bankers as to the 
prices which would be justified by 
bonds of this character. The bonds 
will be exempt from Federal and State 
taxation, but, while they will be issued 
under the sponsorship of New York 
and New Jersey, they will carry no 
‘State guarantees and will not be 
backed by tax revenues. Payment will 
be made from the revenues of the 
bridges. While it is stipulated that the 
bonds will beara 4% per cent. interest 


coupon, there is no restriction as to the 
prices at which they may be awarded, 
and several banking houses that will 
bid forthe offering will figure very 
closely as to values. Under the law 
the Port Authority still has two years 
in which to offer the bonds, but it is 
believed that an award will be made 
in about two weeks.

Atlanta, Birmingham & .Atlantic. 


Wall Street witnessed the crumbling 
away yesterday of an artificial price 
placed on the common and preferred 
stock of the Atlanta, Birmingham & 
Atlatitic. News that’ the bondholders 
would receive only 60 cents on the, 
dollar in the sale of the road to the 
Atlantic Coast Line instantly made 
known that the stock was: practically 
worthless unless the Coast Line’s offer 
were rejected by the Federal court and 
a counter-proposition accepted which 
would give the stockholders a small 


equity. Railroad men did not believe 
this would happen. The offer by the 
Coast Line is recognized by them as 
the best made to date; it has been al- 
most unanimously adopted by the 
bondholders’ committees, who will re- 
ceive 5 per cent. stock guaranteed by 
the Coast Line at the rate of $60 of 
stock for each $100 in bonds.

25 YEARS OLD TODAY 


Judge Gary Also Marks His 25th 
Year as Head of Cencern 
—Resignation Rumors. 


BILLION DOLLAR EXPANSION 


Company's Assets Now $2,500,000,- 
000—Dividends: in Quarter Cen- 
tury Were $1,279,953,785. 


Today marks the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the organization of the 
United ‘States Steel Corporation, the 
world’s pioneer ‘“‘billion dollar .corpora- 
tion.’” It also marks the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of Judge Elbert H. Gary’s 
service as chief executive of the or- 
ganization. The growth of the com- 
pany under the guidance of Judge 
Gary and his associates is one of the 


outstanding developments in the his- 
tory of American corporations and 
business. 


Resignation Reports Persist. 
Reports have been current in the 
financial district recently that Judge 
Gary would soon announce his retire- 
ment. The reports have been re- 


peatedly denied and nothing has ever 
developed which would tend to support 





the office of Chairman of the Board 


of Directors and chief executive officer 


was. created, and Judge Gary was 
elected to that position and has re- 
tained it. 

In 1907 Judge Gary. was_ elected 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
and has since -held that position.. He 
is now Chairman of the Board of Di- 
rectors, ‘Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, poe Banga! executive officer in 
general c e of the corporation, with 
authority to exercise the powers of the 
directors and of the Finance Commit- 
tee during the intervals. between the 
meetings of these bodies. A 

Charles M. Schwab was the first 
President of the corporation, having 
gone. with the Steel Corporation when 
it was formed. Mr. Schwab was a 
protégé of Mr. Carnegie and was fa- 
miliar with his properties. He was 
succeeded by William E. Corey, and 
Mr. Corey was in turn succeeded by 
James A. Farrell, who now holds the 
position of President. 

At the offices of the Steel Corpora- 
tion it was said that no special cele- 
bration was planned for today. It was 
expected, however, that Judge Gary 
would receive thousands of telegrams 
and messages of congratulations from 
friends and business associates. It 
was also said he might review the 
first quarter century of operations at 
the annual ‘stockholders’ meeting in 
April. 

It was rumored yesterday that sever- 
al of the company’s largest custom- 
ers were planning to celebrate the 
day by placing large orders for steel, 


but executives laughed and said they 


hoped the report would materialize. 
While the history, of the Steel Cor- 
poration is an industrial. romance, the 
corporation, like all new enterprises, 
had many obstacles to overcome dur- 
ing its early days. It was the pioneer 
“billion dollar. corporation’ in the 
world. Prior to its formatiog the 
country was accustomed to speak only 
in millions, but Mr. Morgan educated 
the country to speak in billions. This

Judge Gary himself, in answer 
to questions recently said that ‘‘so far 
a I know the matter has not been 
considered.’’ 

The rumors, however, have persisted 
that he would retire either at the next 
annual meeting or on his eightieth 
birthday next Summer. Wall Street 
has interested itself in discussing his 
pogsible successor. The favorite sur- 
mise, so far, has been Myron C. Tay- 
lor, who was recently elected a di- 
rector. Mr. Taylor represents the First 
National Bank interests, of which 
George F. Baker is the head, on many 
industrial boards. However, in the 
rumors, ex-Governor Nathan L. Mil- 
ler, who was elected a director and 
General Counsel of the corporation last 
year runs almost as strongly as Mr. 
Taylor. 

The company was organized under 
New Jersey laws on Feb. 25, 1901, and 
actually started business on April 1 
of the same year. 

Judge Gary played an important part 
in overcoming many of the difficulties 
in the consolidation of the units which 
now make up the company. He was 
a close associate of the late J. P. 
Morgan, who headed the group which 
founded the company when he learned 
through Charles M. ‘Schwab, now 
Chairman of the Board of the Bethle- 
hem Steel Corporation, that Andrew 
Carnegie was ready to sell his inter- 
ests in the steel business and retire. 
Mr. Carnegie’s properties formed the 
nucleus for the Steel Corporation. 


Gary Held Place at Head. . 


There have been numerous changes 
in the executive staff of the United 
States Steel Corporation in the last 
quarter of a century, but throughout 
Judge Gary has served as the chief 
executive. When the company was or- 
ganized Judge Gary was selected by 
Mr. Morgan to head the Executive

business. In 1903 the Executive Com- 
mittee was abolished and in its place

The 
increase in property value was - due 
to putting back into the property the 
accumulated profits. The capitaliza- 
tion of the Steel Corporation, unlike 
most companies, is smaller today than 
at the time of organization... This was 
due to retirement of preferred stock.

In addition to puttting more than 
a billion dollars back into the prop- 
erty, the Steel Corporation has paid 
out $1,279,953,785 in dividends, of which 
$648,409,784 was paid on the preferred 
stock and $631,544,001 was paid on the 
common stock.

* further by George B. Cortelyou, Presi- 
dent, that’ net earnings would not 
amount to.more than 5.37 per cent. 
on investment as of Dec. 31, although 
“the company believes that it is con- 
stitutionally entitled to’ earn a return 
of at.least 8 per cent.”

He also said the balance 
sheet offered ‘‘assurance of the com- 
pany’s ability to maintain at least its 
present earning. capacity. 

Among assets the land, plant and 
equipment increased $45,480,948 to 
$601,388,797. Cash decreased $132,237 to 
$10,504,934. An item of $5,621,089 repre- 
senting deferred charges appears in 
the 1925 ‘report. Total assets as of 
Dec. 31 were $661,043,618, an increase 
of $53,890,544 

The funded debt increased $80,000,000 
to $200,497,790 and the unfunded debt 
decreased $40,010,833 to $10,680,198. Ac- 
counts payable and accrued charges 
increased $1,003,540 to $19,680,198 and 
gas sales suspense increased $4,124,- 
788 to $11,457,952, this item represent- 
ing three years’ accumulation. 

vt taxation, Mr. -Cortelyou 
said: 

“The Federal, State, county and mu- 
nicipal taxes charged as a part of the 
operating costs of the company and its 
affiliated companies in 1925 amounted 
to $14,467,743, against $13,842,991 in the 
preceding year. The taxes thus paid 
comprised nearly 15 per cent. of 
the entire operating expenses, and 
amounted to 11.70 cents per thousand 
cubic feet of gas: sold in. 1925 by the 
affiliated companies and to more than 
one-half cent per kilowatt hour of 
electric current sold by affiliated com- 
panies.’’ 

Of rate litigation he said: 

“Throughout 1925, for the first time 
in several years, there was no taking 


of rate testimony as to any of the/ 


“system gas companies. As a result the 
executive, engineering and account- 
ing staffs of the gas companies were 
enabled to turn their energies again 
to the carrying on of the business of 
the companies and the rendering of 
good service to the public, and this 
respite from the onerous labors of rate 
litigation is reflected in the year’s 
operating results.” 

Sales of the Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany and its affiliated gas companies 
in 1925 amounted to 41,772,241,100 cubic 
feet, an increase over 1924 of 160,156,- 
700.cubic feet. Affilia electric com- 
panies sold 1,828,792,601 kilowatt hours 
of current, an increase over 1924 of 
167,686,478 kilowatt hours. The Bronx 
‘Gas Electric Company obtained the 
greatest percentage of increased gas 
sales, its gain being 18.3 per cent. The 
Northern ‘Westchester Lighting Com- 
pany obtained the greatest percentage 
of increased electric sales, at 48.86 per 
cent gain. 

. Gas meters in use at the end of 1925 
numbered 1,064,281 and electric meters 
1,044,377. 

At a cost of $12,180,897 fr repairs 
and of $4,387,719 for renew! 5, a total 
of $16,588,616, gas and electric prop- 
erties were kept in an efficient con- 
@\tion. 

Trustees of the Consolidated Gas 
Company were re-elected. There were 
2,310,484 shares, or 64.18 per cent. of 
the 3,600,000 common shares, repre- 
sented at the meeting.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Loading of 
Bevenue freight for the week ended 
Web. 13 totaled 917,144 cars, according 
to reports filed today with the car ser- 
vice division of the American Railway 
Association. This was an increase of 
13,209 cars over the corresponding week 
in 1925, but a decrease of 18,445 cars 
under the corresponding week in 1924. 
The total for the week of Feb. 13 was 
an increase of 2,240 cars over the pre- 
ceding week, increases being reported 
in the total loading of all commodities 
except grain and grain products, coal 
and merchandise and less than car- 
lot freight. 

Miscellaneous freight loading for the 
week ended Feb. 13 was 318,696 cars, 
an increase of 3,087 cars over the week 

, 9,897 cars above the same week 


in 1925 and 10,820 cars above the same 
week in 1924. 


‘Grain Loading Declines. 


Loading of grain and grain products 
amounted to 43,682 cars, a decrease of 
961 cars under the week before, but 
2,261 cars over the same week in 1925.

In the Western districts 
alone grain and grain products loading 
totaled 27,585 cars, an Increase of 840 
cara over the corresponding week last 
year.

JIN STEEL INDUSTRY = 


Production at High Level With 
Continued Big Shipments 
—Buying Is Close. 


TONNAGE FOR AUTOS GAINS 


Manufacturers of Sheet Metal Re- 
affirm the Old Schedules for 
Second Quarter. 


No great changes in the ratio of pro- 
duction or of prices have occurred in 
the last week in the iron and steel 
industry, according to reviews of the 
trade published — The Iron Age 
says: . 
“Production continues at a remark- 
ably high level, with shipments aver- 
aging probably 5 to 10 per cent. more 
than the combined tonnage of speci- 
fications and new business. 
“The next two or three weeks are 
expected to tell the story of the sec- 
ond quarter, now that rolling mills are 
well scheduled up to that period. Most 
dependable signs point to a continued 
policy of buying closely according to 
needs, fears of scarcity or marked 
price advance being absent. And these 
needs, so far as direct evidence sheds 
— light, promise to remain notably 
eavy. 
Efforts to stiffen prices appear rath- 
er general. They are represented in 
fewer concessions being obtained, as 
in sheets and plates, and in naming 
of some present quotations for second 
quarter busfness. In sheets the Amer- 
ican Sheet & Tin Plate Company con- 
tinues its first quarter prices, so that 
there is some expectation that the 
sheet market as a whole will again 
rise to this level. Several mills have 
opened books for hot and cold rolled 
strip steel on the basis of prices now 
prevailing. 
“January statistics give some measure 
of current demand. Sales of sheets by 
independent manufacturers, while con- 
siderably, off from December, were 8 
per cent. more than in January, 1925. 
Likewise unfilled orders, 10 per cent. 
lower at the end than at the beginning 
of the month, were more than they 
were a year ago.” 
The Iron Trade Review thus sums 
up the situation: 
‘With the approach of the second 
quarter price policies in iron and steel 
are receiving greater attention and 
the attitudes of producers on this 
score have figured more prominently 
in the week’s market news. Dispdsi- 
tion on the part of the larger pro- 





ules from which there has been con- 
siderable deviation recently, is becom- 
lainer. 

“In sheets the larger mills have re- 
established prices for the second quar- 
ter.on the same basis as for the first 
quarter, with the ‘exception of recog-. 
— @ $2 a ton reduction on auto- 

bile sheets. Strip steel likewise has. 
been reaffirmed for the second quar- 
ter. More influential int seem to 
be — their position plates,

ith announcements of forward 
prices in process and the probability 
of advances generally discounted buy- 
ers see no cause to change their close 
methods of covering on their needs. 
Automotive interests are taking more 
tonnage as their operations expand.

All these dividends 
are payable April 1 to stock of recérd 
March 5. <A sum sufficient to pay 
three quarterly dividends of 50 cents 
each on: Class A stock for the last 
three i of 1926 was set aside. 

The rd adopted a resolution con- 
tinuing its policy of giving holders of 
Class A stock the right to take one- 
fortieth of a share of Class A stock in 
lieu of the quarterly cash dividend of 
50 cents.

anything else, particularly in view of 
the fact that: only about five weeks 
remain before Easter, is weather with 
a touch ef Spring in the air. This‘ will 
greatly facilitate the early movement 
of merchandise to the consumer,: and 
consequently reorders to the whole- 
It is pointed out that retailers 
already have a very good “‘line’ on 
probable consumer demands, so that 
nae is likely to be a minimum of un- 
certainty from a style standpoint.

Fabric Deliveries Affected. 


One of the ifmmediate results of the 
closing of the woolen mills at Passaic 
because of labor troubles will be a 
\stiffening of the market in the various 
women’s wear cloths due to inability 
to make deliveries. Many of the 
raveree fabrics of the season are made 

by these mills, and as the cutters-up 
have comparatively little stocks of the 
goods on hand, they will be hard 
pressed to obtain their March require- 
ments, particularly if the bane wn 
continues for any length of time. The 
development is also expected to have 
some influence in swelling the demand 
for silks, as the cutters-up are likely 
to use these weaves wherever ible 
instead of woolens and worst *
